Secretary, Gordon Bennett 
unable to attend, the reading of the 
minutes from the last (reunion) meeting 
was omitted. The Treasurer's report 
was distributed, explained, and ap- 
proved. Financial records for FY 1993 
have been submitted for the auditor's 
review and the tax forms will be pre- 
pared. 


It was recommended and 
approved that any principal currently 
held in the scholarship savings ac- 
count with Planter's Bank be trans- 
ferred to the Intermediate Bond Fund 
as part of that investment. There 
remains sufficient interest to pay the 
VMI scholarship. It was recommended 
and approved that the scholarship 
funds due VMI be paid semi-annu- 
ally, $1,000 in August and $1,000 in 
January, without requiring VMI to 
send a formal reminder. (The VMI 
scholarships were created when AMA 
closed and the Association was un- 
able to aid cadets at AMA. There is an 
understanding with VMI that this 
funding will continue for so long as 
the Alumni are able to support it and 
our own school is closed.) 


The board approved $300 to 
purchase computer software (Para- 
dox for Windows and the forth-com-

ing WordPerfect for Windows 6.0). 


Bill Klinck, publisher of The 
Bayonet, Suggested an enlarged 12- 
page format for the Newsletter, which 
the Board approved. Printing costs and 
added postage will increase less than 
50% for this additional sheet. 


Chaplain Bill Gray announced 
the deaths of several alumni since our 
last meeting, including former officers 
Richard Llewellyn, 'S6 and Robert 
Mitchell, '39 who died in July. Anyone 
with news of the death or serious illness 
of an alumnus is encouraged to call 
Chaplain Gray at 703-820-7538 and 
through him, allow the Association to 
make some appropriate response. 


School Flag 


We need to obtain a replace- 
ment school flag for the Association's 
use. There were actually two flags, the 
white on blue school flag familiar to 
those in the forties and fifties, and the 
gray (ROTC) flag used during the later 
years. Bill Klinck has been in contact 
with a flag maker in Front Royal, VA 
who offered to make an embroidered 
flag for less than $500. The Board 
approved the purchase of two flages, 
one blue and one gray, and Klinck was 
directed to negotiate for these two large 
flags and to price printed flages of same 
size and smaller size which may be of 
interest to the membership in general. 


Chapters 


A proposal was made that the 
Association support efforts to establish 
area chapters, and a discussion ensued 
as to the desired nature and extent of 
such support. The sense of the Board is 


that support of such efforts is com- 
mendable and proper and should in- 
clude such aid as support from the Lo- 
cator, which might provide new names 
the the would-be organizers, formats 
and publications of the Association 
for the chapters to use as a guide, and 
possible visits by Directors of the As- 
sociation, should such visits warrant. 
No Association funds will be pro- 
vided to underwrite the establishment 
of a chapter, 


Scholarship for Alumni Children 


A proposal was made to es- 
tablisha special scholarship for chil- 
dren of alumni, available to both boys 
and girls, and usable at any accredited 
institution of higher leaming. The Board 
tabled this motion until the December 
4th meeting, when proper procedures 
and parameters for such an award could 
be investigated and outlined. A com- 
mittee to accomplish this task is headed 
by Goodloe Saunders, who will wel- 
come your input.

The code helps me sort out the cadets (0), their widows (4), faculty (1), 
friends (2), parents (3), Ad Astras (5), Ad Astras widows (6), and the honorary Ad 
Astras (7). | keep separate track of the Ad Astras, along with Bob Bradford '50, 
whose Safeway gift purchased the computer that makes all this possible. If your 
label is incorrect, please let me know so that I can correct my data. If you know of 
anyone who should be in the files and is not, would you please advise me! I have 
real problems trying to place friends, whose relation to the school I don't know, and 
cadets without class year information. 


There are no dues or fees, and the lists are not available to anyone for commercial 
exploitation. If you are looking for an old roommate, maybe I can help you find 
him. We have had some very pleasant surprises, guys who popped up after being 
"lost" for over forty years! Jim Lane has uncovered a whole platoon down in the 
Virginia Beach area, and he even sent current phone numbers. I'm still looking for 
my 1950 classmate, Jack Russell; I'll bet someone out there knows where he is.
